fhe Day in the Senate and the House—The

Washington, August 17.—(Special.)— 
If the decision of the financial question were 
left to the party in power, free coinage 
would triumph. There is no doubt of this. 
A majority of the democrats in congress 
| are for legislation favorable to silver, while 
the great majority of republicans are sin- 


gle gold standard men. If left to the 


_ bemocrats, free coinage could be adopted in 

the house by a majority of about forty if 
pot more. There is a small minority of 
democrats, principally eastern members, 
who are opposed to bimetallism under any 
and all circumstances, and the danger, o. 
course, arises from the combination of these 
men with the republicans. 

Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, says a large 
‘majority of the democrats of the house 
are for free coinage, but the proposition 
will probably be defeated by a combination 
of democratic and republican votes. 

“It may be,” said he, “that all the pro- 
positions in Mr. Bland’s resolution will be 
yoted down. Then I believe the house will 
yote the Wilson bill down and allow the 
entire matter to go to a committee in order 


that some other plan may be agreed upon.” 

Mr. Bryan holds the above opinion almost 
alone. The great majority of members 
have no doubt but that the Wilson Lill will 
pass the house, but the best men in the 
democratic party are against such action 
as this. When defeated it will be by a 
combination of anti-silver democrats and 
republicans. 

One of the leading free coinage men of 
the house, conservative in all things, told 
me tonight that according to his figures 
when the other propositions are voted down 
as they will be, the Wilson repeal bill will 
pass by from sixty to one hundred ma- 
jority. One hundred would not surprise 
him.

THE JOURNAL'S POSITION. 


Mr. Bennett Can't Believe It Hae Flopped 
Secretary Smith's Views. 

Washington, : August 17.—(Special)— 
The statement in The Post of this morn- 
ing telegraphed from Atlanta hat The 
Journal had come out in an editorial de- 
claring in favor of the free coinage of 
both gold and silver, putting enough silver 
in the dollar to place it on a parity with 
the gold dollar created much gossip here, 
as it was considered a flop on the part of 
Secretary Hoke Smith. 

The Star hae this about it: 

This afternoon a reporter for The Star 
sought an interview with the secretary, but 
that official was busy over the Cherokee 
matter, and could not be seen. His private 
secretary, Mr. Bennett, talked pleasantly and 
freely about the matter, and his satement 
may be considered as official. He said: ‘I 
have seen the dispatch alluded to, but would 
rather wait till the arrival ef The Journal 
tonight. The sé@cretary is so busied with the 
management of the interior department that 
he has no time for the management of The 
Journal.”’ | 

The manner of Mr. Bennett said clearly 
that he discredited the report, and that he 
did not believe that The Journal had flopped. 
The writings which came from the south to 
the effect that Secretary Smith controlled 
the policy of The Journal were untrue, and 
from unreliable sources. The secretary had 
an interest in the paper, but was in no way 
connected with the editorial department of 
it. wrote nothing for it, scarcely its Wash- 
ington correspondent, and was not responsi- 
ble for anything it said. 

No Significauce ia the Editorial. 

Washington, August 17.—Secretary Smith 
was today shown by an Associated Press 
reporter the press dispatch to the effect that 
The Atlanta Journal had called upon con- 
gress to pass a free-coinage bill. The secre- 
tary said that no significance should be at- 
tached to the editorials of The Journal, on 
account of the fact that he still hol 4 
biock of stock in that paper, for the reason 
that he ceased to control that paper when 
he came into the cabinet. He said, further, 
that the quotation from the editorial of The 
Journal was not only misleading on this 
account, but, also, becanse it failed to pre- 
sent the true By ee of that paper as stated 
in the editorial. Secretary Smith said that 
e had seen the editorial; and that it de- 
clares“in favor of the immediate and uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman law act.

ONLY ONE BALLOT WAS TAKEN 


And Then His Nomination Was

SPEECHES BY PROMINENT VIRGINIANS, 


The Democratic State Ticket Complete. 
The Piatform Endorses the N ational 
Platform—Convention Notes. 


Richmond, -Va., August 17.—Virginia 
democracy met in convention at noon to- 
day to nominate cahdidates for governor, 
lieutenant governor apr attorney general. 
The contest for governor lay between Rep- 
resentative Charles T. O’Ferrall, of Rock- 
ingham; J. Hoge Tyler and A. S. Buford, 
with probabilities strongly favoring the 
former. At 12:15 o'clock Hon. J. Taylor 
Ellyson, chairman of the state committee, 
rapped the convention to order and feeliny- 
ly alluded to the absence of Chairman 
Basil B. Gordon on account of sickness. 
He announced temporary officers as follows: 
Temporary chairman, B. B. Munford, Rich- 
mond; secretary, W. H. Mann, Petersburg; 
Thomas Kivelegan, Staunton, sergeant-at- 
arms. He then introduced Mr. Munford, 
who made a brief speech which was fre- 
quently applauded. 

Committees on credentials, permanent 
organization and resolutions were — then 
called by districts, a resolution to that ef- 
fect having been adopted.

At 4:30 o’clock, the convention had rot 
been called to order. Loud calls were being 
made for General Fitzhugh Lee, and as 
he ascended to the stage he was greeted 
with great applause. He acknowledged the 
compliment, told an anecdote and informed 
the vast audience numbering some four 
thousand, that President Cleveland has a 
son, Which announcement was signaled with 
great applause. 

Governor McKinney Speaks. 


Chairman Munford walked to the front 
and announced that the committees were 
not ready to report. He said Governor 
McKinney was in the audience and he 
would take the liberty of introducing him. 
Governor McKinney’ came forward and 
made a short and pithy speech. He said 
that he wanted the dollar that contained 
a dollar’s worth of silver. 

Senator Danie] was then called for by 
the crowd. He appeared and praised the 
administration of the gentleman who had 
just preceded him. In alluding to the finan- 
cial situation of the country, - he assert- 
ed that the democracy of the country was 
in no wise responsible for it.

New York, August 17.—The first of the 
riots which labor leaders and. others have 
been predicting for some time as a resuit 
of the large number of men out of employ- 
ment, occurred this morning. 

A crowd of more than 5,000 attacked 
Walhalla hall, on Orchard street, because 
udmittance was denied them. They smash- 
ed the plate glass windows into atoms, 
forced in' the door which had been turned 


against them and forcibly took. possession, 


of the place. Several persons were cut 
by the flying glass. All sorts of missels 
were used and finally the police reserves 
from the Eldridge street station were or- 
dyaed to the scene an@® succeeded in part- 
ly dispersing the crowd. 

Those forming the crowd were mostly 
Hebrews and represented principally the 
clothing houses. They were cutters, gar- 
ment makers, hat makers and cloak mak- 
ers. When they saw the police they be- 
came more enraged than ever and proceeded 
to wreck the hal. Nearly everything in it 
was demolished. Finally the mob was 
driven out of the hall and dispersed. 

Fifteen or twenty rioters were arrested 
and locked up on the charge of disor- 
derly conduct, but they were all discharged. 

When brought before the police coyre 
this afternoon the proprietor of the N 
would make no charge against them. He 
was afraid of a boycott if he pressed a 
charge and preferred to stand his losses. 

Clubs Had to Be Used. 


The mob which wrecked. Walhalla hall 
became more bold and defiant to the police 
after three of their number had been dis- 
charged by Justice Voorhees in the Kssex 
Market police court today: The mob would 
not budge an inch and clubs had to be 
used to drive them away. On almost all 
of the east side street corners stood ‘groups 
of unemployed men with angry looks and 
determined faces. They said that hunger 
had made them desperate. 

“We have hearts,” said one man, “and 
when we hear our children crying for food 
we feel it. We love our children as well 
as the rich man likes his.” 

The police found it.a difficult task to 
drive the mob away and were compelled 
to arrest seven more of the disurderly 
crowd. The prisoners svere arraigned be- 
fore Justice Voorhees in the Essex Market 
court and were remanded until] temorrow. 
There was great excitement attending the 
arrest of e prisoners and they were 
quickly sent to the station house and the 
greatest excitement prevailed while the 
prisoners were being led through the

1,000 people and when the prisoners were 
remanded, they followed them back to the 
station house,

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The Clearing House Will Soon Have 
Certificates. 


THEY $0 DECIDED LAST NIGHT. 


Winety Thousand Dollars the Amount— 
The People Petitéon for General 
Certificates, 


_ The clearing house certificates will be is- 
sued by the banks of Atlanta. 

They will be printed at once and be put 
in use without delay. 

The certificates will be strictly clearing 
house certificates, which is to say that they 
will not be handed out to the public as a 
local currency, but will be used only by the 
banks themselves in their daily settlements 
one with the other through the clearing 
house. 

This was the verdict of the meeting of 
the bankers held last night in the room that 
has been engaged for the bankers as a sort 
of exchange room, or headquarters, in the 
Eguitable building. 

The meeting was not held in the office 
ef President Lowry as was expected. 

It had been practically settled at the 
first meeting Tuesday night to issue these 
certificates, but it was left with a commit- 
tee cinsisting of President Lowry, Mr. Col- 
Hier and Mr. Romare to determine as tu 
the exact plan for issuing them. It was 
deemed best not to issue any sort of local 
curpency ji@t at present. The bankers 
seemed to think it unncessary. 

If it should become necessary later, when 
the cotton crop begins to come into market, 
to have this sort of arrangement for the use 
of the trade in order not to have the cot- 
ton blocked in the streets, then, the bankers 
consider, will be time enough for such ac- 
tion as will give the people a certificate 
that will be the same in local trade as cur- 
rency—a certificate that will be taken by 
the merchants just as readily as money 
itself. 

At present the clearing house certificates 
will be used only to the amount of $90,000, 
this being thought a sufficient amount for 
the settlement of the bankers’ accounts 
one with the other through the clearing 
house in the daily clearings. 

The benefits of this plan of certificates 
to the Atlanta banks will be the same as 
those derived from the same system re- 
cently adopted by the banks of New York 
and other cities. If one bank owes another 
through the clearing house it ean pay its 
indebtedness with these certificates, thus 
enabling itself to hold the cash that would 
otherwise have to be forked over, and let 
it out to its patrons, 

The certificates will be in the hands of 
the clearing house in a few days, 

The People Want Certificates. 

The business men of Atlanta want the 
clearing house certificates. 

If there is any doubt about this the pa- 
per printed below with almost every 
business firm of the city signed to it will 
remove that doubt. 

It is at once satisfying and conclusive. 
Those who did not attend the meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce the other day 
and witness the unanimity with which the 
leading tradesmen of the city passed the 
resolution asking the banks of Atlanta to 
issue clearing house certificates can see 
from the paper so generally signed how 
the business men=of Atlanta stand with 
regard to this step. 

The signatures to the paper printed be 
low were gotten by eMssrs. Louis Ghols- 
tin, Isaac Haas and Mr. Pappenheimer. 
They were talking among each other, and 
in order to satisfy their own minds as to 
how the merchants, manufacturers and 
tradesmen of the city stand on the propo- 
sition to have the banks issue clearing 
house certificates, passed the petition about 
among the leading firms of the city.

But Does Not Think the Disease Will 
Necessarily Spread—Brunswick Is 
in Good Condition.

Brunswick, Ga., August 17.—(Spectal.)— 
Surgeon Branham tonight is resting quietly, 
and Surgeon Hutton announces that there 
is a fighting chance for his life, and it 
sees now that he wil] defeat death. 

At noon today the board of health issued 
the following bulletin: 

After a careful canvass of the city through 
the practicing physicians, the health author- 
ities auuke the announcement that there is 
no unusual sickness outside of the quarantined 
house. Ther¢ is an entire absence of any 
cases Which could be classed as suspicious. 

his morning Dr. Guiteras arrived. He 
is an eminent expert and pathologist, ynd 
is now professor of the practice of medicine 
and pathology in the University of Penn- 
Sylvania. He is recognized throughout the 
world as a yellow fever expert. 

His diagnosis of the case this morning 
was yellow fever, and his prognosis fatal. 

Tonight I had a lengthy interview w:th 
Surgeons Guiteras, Hutton and Horsey. 
What they said is given below, and is 
authentic in every detail, given without col- 
oring, and can be relied on. 

Surgeons Guiteras and Horsey nave ex- 
amined the mortuary reports for thr2e years 
past as to deaths here and causes and un- 
hesitatingly say that every indication points 
to no yellow fever here for years erst, and 
no cause for the present case w spread, 
Surgeon Guiteras reported to Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman tonight that Branham's was 
the only case and he did not Lelieve it 
would spread. 

He reported also that the mortuary state- 
ment for three years past was about even 
With probably less deaths for this year, and 
that a good many deaths this year Were 
from old age and chronic diseases. 

Dr. Horsey stated unofficially that he 
had examined Brunswick’s crematory, gar- 
bage piles, water closets, and premises and 
found Brunswick's entire saniijary condition 
excellent. 

Surgeon Hutton stated that if tlere were 
no new cases in eight days he would feel 
safe, and he saw no cause for there being 
new cases. Surgeons Hutton, Horsey and 
Ghuiteras then stated unanimously that the 
people should b@edvised to keep quiet, as 
there appeared to be no danger of a spread, 
and if the people would keep outside of the 
established cordon they could stay out, In 
the night air if desired, and not contract 
the disease. 

Surgeon Hutton today recetved authority 
from the governinent to spare no expense 
in stamping out the disease, and the gov- 
ernment would pay all damages to the prop- 
erty disinfected. 

Thesestatewents from such high authority 
can be relied upon by the people as abso- 
lutely correct. Some people are still leav- 
ing the city, but in no large numbers. All 
chopping of weeds ee breaking dirt in the 
city will be stopped tomorrow.

WILL ACT TOGETHER. 


Banke and Business Men of Albany Ready 
to Face the Situation. 


Albany, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)—The 
business men’s meeting held in this city 
last night to devise ways and means to tide 
over the present financial stringency was 
largely attended, and evinced an unanimity 
of feeling never before shown in a public 
meeting here. 

The conclusion of the meeting, after many 
talks, speeches and suggestions, was that 
sumethiug must be done, and done quickly 
to meet the demands which the handling of 
the cotton crop entails, and the best plan to 
do this was through clearing house certifi- 
cates issued by the banks here and backed 
by the entire business interests of the city. 

With this end in view, a committee was 
appointed to wait on the heads of all busi- 
ness houses and get their signatures to an 
agreement to accept and regard clearing 
house certificates in every business transac- 
tion possible. The agreement was univer- 
sally signed, and the banks will at once issue 
enough of the certificates to supply the lack 
of currency of the re . In all trans- 
actions with or through the business houses 
and banks of this city the certificates will 
be as good as United States notes. The 
banks will issue New York exchange for 
them at the same discount as ordinarily pre- 
vails, and the merchants will accept them 
gladly in exchange fur their wares and com- 
modities. 

The deiay of congress in dealing with the 
financial crisis is disgusting every one, and 
makes it necessary for every city of any 
pretension to. meet the pressure through 
rompt action. Albany is not going to allow 
ts business intefests to suffer. 

The following resolution relating to the 
refusal of Chicago and other cities to accept 
checks and demanding cash terms for all 
bills was carritd with a whoop: 

“Resolved, That ill aid in all reason- 
able ways in keeping currency from bein 
shipped out of this section by express, ap 
that we will not trade at points fefusing 
New York exchange at reasonable rates, but 
demanding currency by express.”

PARDONS GRANTED AND REFUSED. 


A Carroll County White Cap Is Beleased 
from Jail Because He Is Dying. 

John D. Plimmons, one of the Carroll 
county white caps, was pardoned yesterday 
by Governor Northen. 

Plimmons was convicted of riot at the 
April term of the superior court of Carroll. 
Svon after being sent to the Fulten county 
jail for imprisonment he had a cuse of 
pueumonia and it went hard with him. He 
iS Still suffering from the effects and the 
physicians in aft attendance stated that of 
the man was kept in jail he would not live 
long. The only chance to save’ him was 
to iet him go home to hig family, and it is 
doubtful if he gets well at ail. Plimmons 
safd that 2¢@ was deeply penitent and sorry 
that he got into the affair. He mentioned 
that he had a destitute family but families 
do not cut any figure when it comes to le 
ting @ man out of a scrape of this kind. 
it Was the prisoner’s condition that moved 
the governor to clemency, and he signed 
the order turning Plimmons out. 

Judge . U. Adamson, of Carrollton, who 
was the leading attorney for the defendants 
in the celebrated case, was in the elty yes- 
terday and in discussing the pardon of Plim- 
mons remarked: 

“The public has been unnecessarily excit. 
ed over this white cap matter from Carrollton 
through the erroneous ideas extant in some 
quarters that the public taste can only be 
satisfied with sensation. Whatever reasons 
other parties not yet tried may have had for 
desiring the removal of the Whites and Britts 
the evidence on the trial of those convicted 
showed that the only motive actuating those 
tried was.a desire to remove from their com- 
munity @ disorderly home which was describ- 
ed by F. M. Thornton, a witness au the stand, 
as a nuisance to the neighbors where shoot- 
ing, dringing, fighting, cursing and every 
form of vice were indulged in nightly and of 
Sundays. Of course the remedy adopted for 
the suppression of the nuisance wae illegal, 
but there were ag rg e circumstances. 
Those participating in the riot were ordinary 
ignorant farmers, but they were industrious 
and had been law abiding peop.e, never nde- 
fore accused of any crime. They were con- 
victed by turncoat evidence and all ages and 
races have recognized these as the meanest. 
One of the parties, Roach, sentenced for four 
months, who boasts that he did the whip- 
ping, has been discharged by limitation. Tne 
sick man, Plimmons, accompanied by his 
faithful wife, is yet in town, having been 
brought to Atlanta by Judge Adamson as soun 
as he received the pardon at the hands of 
the governor this morping. He is yet una- 
ble to travel.

ORTH STEIN GOT HIS RELEASE. 


He Started the Paper, and the Men He 
Hired Eject Him—A Receiver 
Has It Now. 


Savannah, Ga., August 17.—(Special. )}— 
Application for a receiver for Tne Savan- 
nah Telegram was made before Judge Fal- 
ligant today by L.-B. Masters, who claims 
to be a creditor and stockholder. A bill 
for a receiver was also filed by J. J. Doolan, 
business marmager of the paper. Judge 
Falligant appointed, Doolan temporary re- 
ceiver, but refused to issue an injunction 
restraining its publication. He did. issue 
a rule returnable Saturday, requiring all 
parties to the suit to appear before him 
and show cause why a permanent 
receiver should not be appointed, and a 
temporary injunction issued. 

A peculiar state of affairs led up toe the 
action. The paper has lost money through 
mismanagement, and last Sunday J. J. 
Doolan was made business manager and 
J. W. Hill, formerly in the business office, 
was discharged. Last night affairs almost 
reached a crisis. City Editor Jack Pen- 
nington had a quarrel with Bennett, a city 
reporter, and discharged him. Oren Stem, 
the managing editor, then discharged Pen- 
nington and Business Manager Doo:aa went 
up stairs and fired Stein. Stein thought 
this a peculiar state of affairs, as it was 
he who had employed Doolan in the first 
place, 

Saturday will decide the futire of The 
Savannah Telegram. Business Manager 
Doolan has today reinstated Pennington 
and Bennett, but Stein, who was a large 
stockholder, is out of a job. 

The Telegram was started aBout the 
4th of July last, and has been running six 
or seven weeks. During the latter part 
of June, the printers on the News struck 
because of a reduction in pay. In the 
course of a couple of weeks a stock com- 
pany was organized, Orth Stein being chief 
figure in getting up the company. He had 
been publishing for a year a weekly which 
he called The Looking Glass. He merged 
the weekly into the daily and the new pa- 
per was born with a flourish of trumpets. 
The Telegram was equipped with a com- 
petent force of editors and reporters. In 
all the preliminaries and in the hiring of 
the force Stein was the head man. He 
employed Pennington, and Doolan, who is 
one of the representatives from Chatham 
in the legislature. Doolan was made city 
editor, having left the News, where he was 
assistant city editor.

Petitioners asked for an order 
directing the recgiver to at once pay to 
them the amounf due out of any money 
which he may now Imve in his hands or 
that may come into his hands within the 
next sixty days from the gross earnings of 
all of said lines, and they further ask that 
_ lien be declared superior to all other 
ens. 

It seems that Wright & Scandrett have 
written several letters to Receiver Comer 
demanding payment and threatening him 
with the courts if he didn’t pay. Receiver 
Comer made answer to these letters and 
his replies were attached to the petition 
presented to Judge Speer. 


Receiver Comer's Letters. 


Receiver Comer evidently grew weary of 
being dunned by Wright & Scandrett. I 
pene extracts from two of his letters to 
them: 

In a letter of June 17, 1893, Receiver 
Comer says: 

You seem to think that a threat to go to 
the courts will accomplish more than I have 
told you was possible. Now, this threat wi!l 
make no impression on me whatever. I will 
-Go for you as I told you, everything that is 
possible to be done. * * * Just one word in 
conclusion: Do not make any more threats. 
f intend to do for you and every other man 
that I deal with, all that I can. Attempts 
to force m@ will not avail anything. It is 
mortifying enough to me to know that I 
have not been able and cannot pay ail that 
we owe, and fiothing that you can say will 
add anything to-it or make me exert myself 
any more. 

In a letter of August 8, 1893, Receiver 
Comer said: 

When your Mr. Wright was here a short 
time ago and by straining a point we gave 
him over $7,000, it was with the understand- 
ing that we would not be called upon again 
until cotton began to move freely, and we 
Were in funas. We cannot pay you any 
more money, however much I regret to say it, 
until our earnings show more increase. his, 
I sincerely hope will be the case very soon. 
But it is no use to dun us anymore, and 
please do not do it. si 

After Judge Speer read the petition he 
signed am order August 15th from which 
the following extract is taken: 

It is thereford considered and ordered 
that H. M. Comer, receiver, do pay to said 
interveners twenty-five days after the date of 
this order the amount due to them as ap- 
pears by this said petition, and in default of 
the payment of ssid sums with interest due 
thereon, the said receiver shall show cause 
before me at Mount Airy, Ga., on the &th 
day of September_1893, unless this order has 
not been complied with. 


May Be Fatally Shot. 


Parties arriving in Macon this morning 
on the Macon and Birmingham train report 
a shooting affair at Woodbury which may 
result in the death of the town marshal, 

. J. Crawford. The statement of the 
difficulty as given to The Constitution is 
as follows: Night before last some one 
shot into the house of Marshal Crawford. 
Yesterday morning he commenced investi- 
gation to Jearn who it was. He found 
tracks about the yard and following these 
it caused him to approach the house of 
Mr. John Dixon. Marshal Crawford ac- 
cused Bixon of having done the shooting. 
Dixon denied the charge and commanded 
Crawford to leave his premises. The dis- 

ute ended by Dixon taking a shotgun 
oaded with buckshot and firing upon Craw- 
ford. The marshal is thought to be fa- 
tally wounded.

THE OLD OFFICERS WERE RE-ELECTED, 


Salaries of Officers Have Been Cut Down— 
All Dues Were Remitted—As to the 
Official Organ—Notes. 


Griffin, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
The matter of purchasing a state organ on 
the part of the state alliance and exchange 
has been left on the hands of a committee 
from the -directors consisting of Messrs. 
Ledbetter, Peek and Searcy and one from 
the state alliance, with T. E. Winn as 
chairman. The joint committee will meet 
in Atlanta at some time to be agreed upon 
and discuss the matter—the editorship and 
the like. If the committee cannot come to 
a satisfactory conclusion there will be no 
paper. Thus the matter stands. 

Among other important matters decided 
upon was the creation of three suballiances 
into a county alliance, as recommended by 
President Ellington. 

All Daes Kemitted. 

All dues to the state and county alli- 
ances were wiped out and a new, clean 
sheet is made. Alliances were not excluded 
on account of dues, but all were admitted 
into good fellowship and a large increase 
is expected. 

A resolution was adopted to raise a memo- 
rial fund for the purpose of erecting a 


‘monument to L. L. Polk, the former pres- 


ident of the national alliance. Colonel W. 

- Broughton is chairman of the com- 
mittee and will be glad to receive al] moneys 
for that purpose, which will be forwarded to 
the central committee. A collection will 
be taken in every county alliance in the 
state. Ive allianceman honors the 
memory of Colonel Polk, as they followed 
him when living. 

Election of Officers. 


The first business of importance today 
was the election of officers. 

President Ellington was nominated and 
was elected without opposition. 

There were two nominations for vice 
president, L. O. Jackson, of Decatur coun- 
ty and , ae Carter, of Hart. The sec- 
onds were many, and after much discussion 
the balloting resulted in the election of 
Mr, Jackson. The delegates from south 
Georgia urged his _ election, be- 
cause that part of the state had 
been neglected in the apportionment of the 
officers. 

Mr. Ivey was re-elected secretary, and 
so was Mr. Broughton ag treasurer. Mr. 
Broughton stated that the alliance was 
one of the grandest movements ever inaug- 
urated, and that he had devoted all his 
energies to it, and now as he had _. been 
re-elected without opposition, he wanted to 
state that he would serve the alliance with- 
out any compensation whatever for his 
services. This was greeted with a round 
of applause. 

State Lecturer S. A. Walker was re- 
elected, Assistant State Lecturer Eden- 
field, of Screven, and Chaplain Davis were 
also re-elected. 

The Pass-Word Given Away. 

This morning while The Constitution re- 
porter was walking up and down the cor- 
ridors of the courthouse in front of the 
door to courtroom, a sturdy alliance brother 
walked up and taking him for the outside 
guardian, placed his arms around his neck 
and quietly whispered the pass word, or 
rather pass sentence as it was a whole sen- 
tence. ‘The reporter told him that was 
right and he walked on in. They have 
stopped using the word “stand by the 
United States,” as the one given was dif- 
ferent. ; 

One of the oldest and most substantial 
members of the convention is Mr, A. 8S. 
Atkinson, of Camden, living in Brunswick. 
He was in the senate from 1850 to 1560, 
and was connected with some of the most 
important measures brought before that 
body in the stormy days. He was a mem- 
ber of that convention which met in Cin- 
cinnati, and made the nominating speech 
which placed James Buchanan before the 
people as a candidate for the presidency 
of the United States. He is the fath- 
er of Judge ven: Atkinson, 
judge of the Brunswick circuit. He was 
today made lecturer for the eleventh con- 
gressional district. The old gentleman is 
well informed on the silver question, hav- 
ing made it a lifetime study. 

Dr. Jim Taylor, of Meriwether, is a con- 
spicuous member of the convention. The 
meetings so far have been harmonious and 
great good is looked for as the result of the 
convention. 

The Experiment Station. 


At 9:45 o’clock the morning session ad- 
journed and in a body they marched to 
the depot and took the Georgia Midland 
and Gulf railroad for a visit to the Georgia 
agricultural convention station. As the 
farmers marched through town in twos 
they presented quite an imposing appearance. 
The above named road has been specially 
courteous, last year extending free trans- 
portation to the state agricultural society 
and this year extending the same to the 
alliancemen The officers of the experiment 
statiom kindly received the delegates and 
took them over the entire farm. One of 
the principal attractions was the ensilage 
cutter at work filling the soil with forage. 
This was new to most of them and it 
caught them at once. It beats cutting and 
curing by the old way. The dairy wae vis- 
ited and here they were shown the process 
of separating the cream from sweet milk 
by machinery. Mr. Wing, the dairr- 
man explained the working of the outfit 
for making cheese and the like. 

Mr. Wright, the tobacco man, took those 
interested in tobacco culture down to the 
barn and showed them the Snow process 
of curing. The barn was then running 
and the actual work seen. 

Mr. Kimbrough, the agriculturist, went 
over the farm and explained the various 
experiments to their full satisfaction. The 
complimented him very much on his excel- 
lent management, as was evidenced by the 
fine crops and general appearance of the 
station. The body was more than pleased 
with their visit, and if before they had any 
prejudices against the statgn they are 
gone now. 

At 12 o’clock the delegates boarded the 
train and came in town for dinner. The 
trip was pleasant and profitable and the 
convention feels under obligations to the 
railroad for the excursion. 

Reorganization. 


When the hour of 2 o’clock had arrived 
the delegates had assembled and President 
Ellington rapped for the body to come to 
order. A general discussion took place in 
regard to the per diem. Some wanted it 
$3 per day and railroad expenses; others 
wanted it las and the resolution to fix it 
at $1 was voted down. What the exact 
per diem is is not ty known, but it 
does not exceed what it has been hereto- 
fore. The committee on constitution and 
by-laws made its report and it brought out 
an enthusiastic discussion. They recom- 
mended that the executive, judiciary and 
credential committees be abolished, and 
that the president be authorized to appoint 
an advisory cabinet. The reason for the 
recommendation, it is said, is to reduce 
expenses, though some think there are 
other reasons behind that. The motion 
being to amend the constitution, required 
a two-thirds majority, and this they got. 
It places the cy of the alliance in the 
hands of one man, whether for weal 
or woe.

SHE IS DETERMINED TO DIE. 


Mrs. Anna Clarke Makes a Second Attempt 
to End Her Life. 


Although Mrs. Anna Clarke is residigg in 
& prm@y little cottage most luxuriously fur- 
nished, and notwithstanding she is a good 
looking woman and should be enjoying life 
no one could be more anxious than she to 
get off the earth. 

Yesterday afternoon she made a second at- 
tempt to end her life. She drank a large 
quantity of laudanum and but for the prompt 
work of the-physicians she would now be dead. 
As it happened she was discovered in the 
act of taking the poison and the glass was 
knocked from her hand before she couile 
swallow it all. She swallowed enough, how- 
ever, to have killed two persons if Ma effects 
had not speedily been counteracted. 

Dr. Webb was called in and he worked with 
her for several hours. He brought her 
around and out of all danger but she declared 
that she would yet end her life and a close 
watch will be kept upon her to prevent it. 

This is the second attempt of the kind she 
has made this week. Monday she swallow- 
ed a large oauantity of morphine and two 
physicians were necessary to save her. She 
became very angry with the colored servant 
who reported her attempt to the police and 
had the girl arrested, after jumping on her 
to punish her for her presumption. 

Mrs. Clarke is still a young woman and is 
very good looking. She is said to have a 
husband in Syracuse, N. Y., from whom she 
has never been divorced. She came to Atlan- 
ta several muuths ago and has since been liv- 
ing in fine style in a cottage on South Butler 
street, near Gilmer street. She is quite styl- 
ish in dress and seemed to have plenty of 
money. Sheeclares that she cannot be pre- 
vented from killing herself and will yet do 
80.

payment for articles of merchandise bought 
from wus and to accept the same for any 


debts now due. 
A glance at the list will show that 


leading merchants and manufacturers in 
every line of business ar» ready. to ac- 
cept the certificates. All were anxious 
to sign and none who were approached 
refused., The short time devoted to the 
canvass made it out of the quoscion to 
see a great number of our business meu, 
but the names printed this morning make 
it an absolute certainty that tha entire 
community will solidly sustain the ac- 
tion of the banks, if they decide to issue 
the certificates. Gain en 98 

The Constitution will take oleasure in 
publishing any additional names that 
may be sent, and business men who send 
or telephone their names to our business 
office will be duly recorded with the 
new lists. 

It is a wise and a public-spirited move- 
ment. Our associated banks wave nearly 
$7,000,000 capital, and if they find it.ex- 
pedient to issue their certified checks 
their paper will make a safe and sound 
local currency as good as treasury n>tes 
and everybody will be glad to accept it. 

What the banks will decide to do in 
the premises remains to be seen, but we 
congraulate them and our people upon 
the ready unanimity with which our 
merchants and manufacturers endorse a 
system which is working so satisfactorily 
in New York, New Orleans and quite a 
mumber of smaller cities. 

‘Atlanta can take care of the cotton 
movement in this locality and her com- 
merce and her industries will not be al- 
lowed to lag. 


Not an Unmixed Evil. 

_ The result of the so-called panic pre- 
eipitated by the manipulations of the 
international gold trust and its agents 
promises not to be an unmixed evil. It 
is true the financial stringency is embar- 
rassing, but out of this embarrassment 
there is growing, so far as the south is 
concerned, a feeling of safety and inde- 
pendence that did not exist a month or 
Bix weeks ago. , 

With respect to their business and 
their finances the people of this section 
have been thrown upon their own re- 
sources. At first there was a feeling of 
hesitation and doubt—in some quarters 
a feeling of alarm. ‘The outcome of the 
financial stringency could not be meas- 
ured; the cause of the trouble was some- 
what mysterious. 

But now it is pretty generally under- 
stood that the origin of the difficulty is 
in the effort of Wall street and eastern 
banks to manufacture public sentiment 
by hoarding their money, thus creating 
an artificial stringency. Such an effort 
as this might have been limited and con- 
trolled if it had taken place outside the 
speculative centers, but Wall street is al- 
ways ripe for a sensation, and when the 
banks there began to trim their sails by 
calling in their loans and cutting down 
accommodations to the necessities of 
their customers, their depositors took 
fright and began to close their accounts, 
the savings banks braced themselves for 
an emergency, and. all the financial] 
channels responded to the seare, In- 
stead of having on their hands a snectac- 
ular and an aftificial affair, which they 
could control to suit themselves, the east- 
ern banks found themselves practically 
compelled to take measures to insure 
their own safety. 

This situation has thrown the people 
of the south on their own resources, and 
in more than one sense the result of this 
unusual situation will prove to be help- 
ful. It is not entirely a misfortune for 
the people of this section to be ecom- 
pelled to depend on themselves in busi- 


ness and financial affairs. It gives them. 


a new appreciation of their resources, 
and gives a fresh impulse to those ele- 
ments that produce confidence. 


charge of our commercial interests, in 
the intention of the banking institutions 
to provide against a money famine and 
in the movement to give to our home in- 
dustries the friendly patronage they de- 
serve. 

Atlanta is very much in the habit of 
depending on its own strength, and if 
the result of the financial stringency is 
to enlarge and confirm this habit a great 
deal of positive good will grow out of a 
situation that is both serious and embar- 
rassing. More than one effort has been 
made to utilize at home the money that 
is sent abroad for goods manufactured 
at our doors. These efforts did not fail 
for lack of appreciation, but for lack of 
the underlying motives that mark all 
business transactions. Fortunately, the 
financial stringency has furnished the 
motives, and there is now nothing to do 
but take advantage of the opportunity 
that has come with hard times. 

It is true, in a general way, that we 
get value received for money sent 
abroad for goods that can be bought 
here, but the same money spent here 
doubles and trebles its value by flowing 
through all the channels of ‘business, 
both large and small—swelling the 
profits of home enterprises, enlarging 
their payrolls, adding to the receipts of 
our merchants, increasing the deposits 
of the banks, building and beautifying 
the homes of the people, and adding to 
the greatness and glory of Atlanta. 

It is hardly necessary to dwell on these 
results. We have enlarged upon them 
many times during the past few years. 
Nevertheless, their importance was 
never more apparent than now, when it 
is emphasized by all the circumstances 
attending a serious financial stringency. 


Is It a Stock Exchange Break ? 

The following bulletin, by wire from 
New York, was posted yesterday on the 
boards of an Atlanta representative of 
prominent operators on the New York 
stock exchange: 

Secretary Hoke Smith says President Cleve. 
land is in favor of the free coinage of silver 
on a ratto such a8 will keep it on a par 
with gold. : 

This statement was no doubt. sent 
throughout the country along with stock 
quotations to the correspondents of the 
New York establishment, whose Atlanta 
representative bulletined it yesterday. 

It is probable that Secretary Smith 
said no such thing, and that the report 
originated from The Journal’s announce- 
ment the evening before as to how it 
stood on the silver question, as follows: 

The Journal’s position on the silver ques- 
tion is, of jcourse, well ‘understood. We 
stand squarely on the Chicago platform, viz.: 
Repeal the Sherman act and pass a free 
coinage bill for both gold and silver, putting 
enough silver in a dollar to place it on a 
parity with the gold dollar. We further be- 
ileve that Mr. Cleveland, his cabinet and the 
democratic leaders in the senate and house 
squarely favor his plan. 

We earnestly hope that Mr. Smith is 
responsible for the quotation defining 
Mr. Cleveland’s position as being in 
favor “of the free coinage of silver on a 
ratio such as will keep it at a par with 
gold.” If Mr. Cleveland thinks this way, 
however, he would no doubt have said 
something about it in his message to 
congress. But it is not too late for him 
now to settle any doubt about the ques- 
tion in a manner that will be conclusive. 
One word from Mr. Cleveland to that 
effect will settle the controversy now 
going on in congress in short order. 

We are frank to say that we are some- 
what chary of accepting The Journal’s 
statements concerning Mr. Cleveland’s 
position on anything. Only one year ago 
it declared solemnly to the people of 
Georgia that “the repeal of the Sherman 
law will bring about a contraction of 
the currency that will be deplorable.”— 
Journal, January 4, 1892. 

About the same time Mr. Smith, who 
has since announced that he “wrote the 
campaign editorials of The Journal,” 
speaking of Mr. Cleveland’s position, in 
endeavoring to mold the sentiment of 
the state in favor of his nomination, 
said: 

Mr. Cleveland ts in favor of letting alone 
the present silver act, which provides for 
the coinage of 654,000,000 
year. 7 

Governor Hill would have us repeal that 
law and return to the Bland act. which 
would give us only $24,000.900 of ailver 
coinage @ year. Mr. Cleveland is a better 
friend to silver by $34,000,000 a year than 
is Governor Hill.Journal of January 2, 
1892, 

This leaves room for doubt as_ to 
whether or not Mr. Cleveland has really 
taken his cabinet irto nis coufidence. 

By all means let us have an authorita- 
tive announceinent from the president 
as to whether or not he favors the free 
coinage of silver and gold. ‘The stock ex- 
change announcement leaves the matter 
in a muddle and in justice to himself we 
hope that the president will speak. 


The Party Pledge. 

In The St. Louis Republic we find the 
following editorial utterance, which is 
both emphatic and interesting: 

Bimetallism is the essential principle; the 
ratio is a detail. While the adoption of 20 
to 1 is a working agreement rather than a 
conclusion of scientific finance, it perhaps 
represents as weil as any figures that polit- 
ical compromise could select the present mon- 
etary, relations between the metals. The ar- 
tificial interference of demonetizing laws in 
various nations has been s0 violent that 
scientific finance has not yet determined 
what is the exact relation for any - one 
country. Experts will wait for experiments; 
the people are not willing to wait for an 
asse§cion by definite congressional action 
of the equality of silver in legal tender 
circulation. The monometallists have too 
much legislation on their elde already. 

Perfect wisdom has not been vouchsafed 
in the management of the question. Let that 
go. At least the issue between gold-grabbing 
and equality of silver has been joined, and 
the duty of democrats in congress is to fol- 
low the platform. They must assume that 
a democratic president will ‘endeavor to 
meet them on the same platform. 

A bimetallic ratio of 20 to 1 would be a 
redemption of the platform pledges. No dem- 
ocrat who votes for it will have any incon- 
sistencies to explain. Every one who refuses 
to support free coinage at a ratio which 
represents the consensus of his party col- 
leagues must explain his departure from the 
platform, aid from fhe fair obligations of 
practical politics. 

We commend this to those persons in 
Georgia, far more active than numerous, 
who are trying to convince themselves 
and their acquaintances that the demo- 
cratic party can evade its obligations by 
employing the question of ratio as a 
subterfuge. It makes no difference what 
opinion or set of opinions may flutter 
around the question of ratio. That is a 
matter to be settled by actual test and 


experiment, and it can be settled in no

the ratio may be adjusted by legislation

The declaration of 
the platform covers the whole question 
of ratio. It says that the two money 
standards shall circulate at a parity, and 
all discussion of this or that ratio at this 
time is premature and confusing. 

It will’be time enough to go into that 
business when those who represent the 
democratic party in congress are per- 
fectly sure that they can carry out the.

tion is one that calls for brains @nd not 
for fireworks. 

To a man up a tree, and climbing high 


to eseape the silver deluge, this is the 
veriest bosh. To read it one would 
think that instead of clamoring for 
enough money with which to do the ac- 
tual business of the country the people 
were really suffering from too much of 
it. 

“Silver dollars selling for 58 cents!” 
Nonsense! There is not a silver doilar 
in America whose purchasing power is 
not exactly the same as a gold dollar. 
Nor can one be bought for a cent less 
than a gold dollar will bring! 

Such talk as this makes the people 
tired. 


Results of the Gold Folly. 

The gold advocates, especially those in 
the east, declare that we have altogether 
too much paper curreney in circulation. 

It is about time for these designing or 
deluded financiers to open their eyes to 
the fact that their policy, if carried out, 
will flood the country with a paper sub- 
stitute for currency, in the shape of scrip 
or shinplasters, issued by corporations 
and individuals whose credit is good 
enough to give their promises to pay a 
local circulation. 

Already mills, factories and merchants 
in certain localities, north and south, 
are adopting this makeshift. Strike 
down silver and adopt the gold standard, 
and our currency famine will cause these 
individual shinplasters to be multiplied 
until they will aggregate hundreds of 
millions of dollars. There will be enough 
shinplasters to stretch from Gray Ga- 
bles to Gehenna. They will be issued by 
every manufacturer and merchant from 
Maine to Misery. 

In other words, the adoption of the 
gold standard at a time when Europe 
has shown her ability to drain us of the 
yellow metal, when it suits her, will 
drive our people to resort to a paper sub- 
stitute for a circulating medium that 
will precipitate upon us the worst evils 
of a fiat money currency. 

We have stated an extreme case. Al- 
though the gold advocates are forcing us 
to drift in that direction we believe that 
the capitalists and the statesmen who 
control business and legislation have too 
much common sense and common hon- 
esty to rush headlong to the logical re- 
sults of the gold folly. When they see 
that monometallism means fiat or indi- 
vidual paper substitutes for currency 
without the standard metal to back it 
they will come back to the monetary 
system which supported our republic 
during the first ninety years of its ex- 
istence. When the monometallists are 
compelled to choose between silver and 
shinplasters they will take silver. 


A Talk About Economy. 
A Texas country paper is on the popu- 


lar side when it says: 

It does not set well on a man to be told 
to economize and work harder. when he has 
precious few luxuries and works 365 days in 
a year. It is very easy to give such advice 
when sitting in an easy office chair, but it 
is very hard to take when following behind 
the plow handles in the heat and gnats, or 
seeing crop prospects perishing during a 
drought. A poor man can appreciate the good 
things for himself and family as well as 
any man and they work three times as hard 
for what they get as any other class of peo- 
ple. No man with any justice or reason in 
him can look around and say the burden of 
keeping up the world falls equally on 4ll. 

It is evident that the writer has a very 


yague idea of economy. A farmer is not 


necessarily economical when he works 


hard and denies himself the comforts of 
life. The economical farmer puts judg- 
ment into his work. He has the saving 
habit, without being penny-wise and 
pound foolish. Instead of making up 
his mind to do without some things, he 
produces them, when it is possible, at 
home. He tries to prevent any waste of 
the products of the forest and field and 
utilizes them to the best advantage. He 
knows that it is true economy to keep 
his buildings, wagons and implements in 
good repair. He takes periodicals and 
newspapers and studies the markets, 
running his farm in a business-like way. 
He enjoys more of the comforts and lux- 
uries of life than his neighbor who de- 
nies himself almost everything, and yet 
he is the more economical of the two. 

Genuine economy does not mean hard 
living. In fact, it prevents it. It means 
judicious work, saving the surplus and 
the utilization of everything within reach. 
It does not mean the niggardly policy 
that would force a man to live like a 
savage or a brute.

The New York Medical Journal recently 
contained a per on ozone in the treatment 
of diphtheria, written by Dr. Irving 8S. Haynes, 
which deserves attention and is in the ama- 
ture of a medical discovery. A preparation of 
ozone has been used in cases of tuberculosis 
with success, and the new preparation which 
Dr. Haynes has employed in diphtheria is 
called ‘‘therapol,’’ It has been used in cases 
of diphtheria which had been given up, and 
in six cases out of seven of this class recov- 
ery has been effected. The treatment is the 
swabbing of the throat with therapol, and the 
injection of the liquid into each nostril of 
the patient, who is kept fipon his back 80 
that the disinfection of the entire nose and 
throat can be secured. The treatment is 
completed by the use of the usual iron mix 
ture as a gargie, and where the larynx is 
attacked, calomel fumigations must be uséeu. 
The-membrane is dissoived usually ia from 
e‘ght to forty-eight hours, its removal de- 
perding upon the severity of the attack.

The difficulty would be in steering clear of 
the 10 per cent tax which the government 
imposes upou all notes of issue to protect 
naticnal bank notes. Past experience in this 
line has been hazardous in Savannah. And 
yet the courts have not been uniform in 
imposing this tax. The books are full of 
decisions where railroads bave issued its 
notes to laborers, and where these notes 
have circulated from hand to hand and have 
been receivable for freight charges at fhe 
depot. The courts have not in every case 
decided such isstes as violative of the 10 
per cent tax. Under the present presure 
there is in many minds a desire for the 
repeal of this tax and to return to some local 
eurrency, well secured, and which would be 
available in times like the present.

“What could he get?” repeated Mr. 
Meador thoughtfully. “Why, there is very 
little that he could not get. There are 
pone of the necessaries of life which are 
not made right here, and there are very 
few of the pleasures and delicacies that can- 
not be made here, too. But since the ques- 
tion has been put so pointedly, let’s see 
what we can do.” 

What We Can Get Right Here. 

Drawing his pencil from behind his ear, 
he leaned upon his desk and began scratch- 
ing.

Mr. Gawtell Talka. 

Since the meeting of manufacturers at 
the Chamber of Commerce Wednesday the 
members of the various committees then 
appointed have been’ working industriously 
to be prepared with the necessary informa- 
tion and statisticg when the manufactur- 
ers convene again. 

Mr. L. P. Sawtell, chairman of the 
committee, directed to secure a full and 
complete list of the factories of the city, 
and their location and the number of 
people employed and the number that could 
be employed, has had his hands full. 
He is now arranging the information, 
which, when completed, will be a complete 
and compact history of the factories of 
Atlanta, the intention of the meeting being 
to publish the list when it is complete, 
showing the people what is made here 
and what is not. The task looked like an 
easy one when Mr. Sawtell accepted the 
chairmanship, but before he had done two 
hours work on it he realized that it was 
no child’s play in which he was engaged. 

“Why,” said he, in response to a ques- 
tion last night, “I never had an idea that 
Atlanta had so many factories. To tell 
you the truth there is no record of them 
any where, not even in the city hall offices, 
where they go to pay the taxes for running 
the factories. The clerk has some of them, 
and the marshal some, but it would take 
nearly a week to trace them, as you would 
have to go through a great file of books to 
get the information.” 

“What is your committee doing? What 
is it trying to ascertain?’ was asked. 

“We want to know the character of the 
work, the location, the number of the pev- 
ple employed and the capacity of the plant 
and how many more workers’ could be 
added. We find it impossible to complete 
the list as we are now working, but hope 
to have it ready by the time of the next 
meeting which takes place next Wednes- 
day.” 

The Variety of Manufactories. 

“So far as your information goes how 
varied are the manufactories of Atlanta?’ 

“My researches so far show me that At- 
lanta employes more men of handicraft 
than any city in the United States except 
Lynn, Mass.. These may seem like an ex- 
aggeration to some and I know that it will 
so appear. But it is the same, and any one 
who will take the pains to look into the 
matter will fin@ that it is correct. Now, so 
far as my information goes. 1 feel warrant- 
ed in saying that Atlanta can supply a man 
with almost anything he may want in the 
way of pleasure, comfort or necessity.” 

“But what can a man get?” 

“Well, if a man wants to build a house, 
which indicates that he has made enough 
money out of hig trade in which he has 
worked in Atlanta, he can buy the lot right 
in the city, of course, and he can always 
find a ready sale for the same lot. Then, 
after having bought the lot, he can buy 
the stone for the foundation right here 
from a dozen or more stone sellers, and 
can find no trouble in securing the best 
artisans in the line of work when it comes 
to laying the foundation, every one of 
whom, too, will spend the money he gets 
right here in theecity where he makes it. 
The lumber with which he wants to build 
ean be bought from a dozen plaining mills 
who have paid men in the city to make it 
ready for use. The shingles, the plumb- 
ing, the tin work, the tiling, the plastering, 
the doors, the mantels and everything else 
can be made here. There is no necessity to 
go out of the city for one of the articles 
used in, the construction of the building. 
Of course, the tin and some of the material 
used in the Duilding are not produced here, 
but every one of them have been put in 
shape for the use to which it is applied by 
Atlanta artisans. who are paid well for 
the work. In fact, in the construction of 
the building, either frame or brick, I know 
of nothing but the nails which have not 
been handled by Atlanta handicraft.” 

Furnishers of Material. 

“But who furnishes these materials?’ 
was asked. 

“Tt would be impossible to enumerate half 
of the people in Atlanta who are in the 
lines of the work. The Stone Mountain 
Granite Company, Maher aml a dozen 
more furnish any kind of stone that may 
be needed. There are more than 100 lum- 
ber dealers in the city, some large and 
some small, but all equally zealous of secur- 
ing recognition in the trade. ‘The hardware 
is furnished by men who empioy hundreds 
of men in making and changing the mate- 
rial to suit the order, while the contractor 
finds many competitors for the job. lf one 
wants to know how many bidders there are 
for the various parts of the erection of a 
house, he can more readily ascertain by 
advertising for bids for the various parts 
of the work.” 

“And after the house is finished—” 

‘‘The owner can furnish it completely in 
Atlanta. In fact, he can come nearer se- 
curing everything he wants to put in his 
house, even if it is a Peachtree mansion, 
than he can in building it wholly here. 
Fine ‘carpets aré about the only thing he 
may want which have not had a taste of 
Atlanta handicraft in them. There are car- 
péts made in Atlanta but they are not of 
the finest quality. But before even the

delivery. The parlor furniture is made or 
can be made of Georgia wood, and the up- 
holstering can be done here in the city.

you realize,” continued Mr. 
Sawtell, “that after the house nas been 
built, decorated, furnished and pbaautified, 
if the man wants to go that far and «ll of 
it done by the people here at home with- 
out a dollar gone out of town, that the 
man can leave his home the next morning 
and get everything he and his family want 
to wear Without sending a dollar out of 
Atlanta. All the household linen and ne- 
cessities can be bought here. Then he can 
buy the cotton material and other materials 
for his wearing apparel right here, every 
stitch of which put g dollar into some home 
artisan. He can buy his shoes, his shirts, 
the cloth to make his suit and have the 
suit made here, the money not leaving the 
town, his hats, his gloves, and even his 
umbrella, for Atlanta has an umbrella 
maker. All of these articles it takes to 
equip &@ man or & woman, and wvery one 
of them is made here. The cotton maunu- 
factured by our cotton mills, and sewed 
into garments by our working women. The 
suits cut and made by our tailors, who pay 
the money to those who work for tiem. It 
is not a case of take an order, ha7z2 it made 
up north and sent down, every dollur going 
back to the northern manufaeturer except 
the small per cent, but it is a case of mak- 
ing alj the work here and all of the money 
staying here. 

“Then after the man is homed and 
clothed, you may follow him in to his bus- 
iness,”’ said Mr. Sawtell, “and you will 
find the same. Take as an instance the 
case of a well known"printer here in At- 
lanta. Not long ago he went into one of 
the headquarters for one of the biggest 
insurance companies in the country. There 
he saw a great stack of blank books which 
had been sent from the headquarters. The 
printer asked to be allowed to bid on the 


‘work, but the agent informed him chat the 


work was sent from.the home or hea of- 
fice. The conversation developed ihe fact 
that the work was charged up to the local 
man and again he asked the privilege of 
bidding. The request was grauted, and 
the bid was cheaper than the company kad 
paid for it and a big order came to the 
Atlanta man. In a few days that sume 
Atlantian received a great big order of the 
same kind from Nashville, and in o-der to 
make the contract in time was « mpelled 
to increase his force. Take again the 
lithographing you see about Atlanta. It 
all bears the imprint of some northern 
town. Now Atlanta has a firm that can 
do just as good work as any in the world, 
and if the people who send their orders 
away will give thema show, they will buy 
here just as cheap, if not cheaper and keep 
the money at home. All this mets more 
men at work and. more money to nass out 
among us. At the meeting Wedn23day we 
will be able, if the factories will send us a 
list of their places, their capacity and so 
on, we will make a showing that will sur- 
prise the people who are living bere. At- 
lanta makes as good a cigar, as good smok- 
ing tobacco, as good clothing, as 00d every- 
thing, and does it as cheaply as eny ccun- 
try in the world. Then why should the 
people of Atlanta go away from hume for 
these things? Why not spend the money 
here which will put more people to work, 
bring more people to Atlanta, and fill all 
the vacant houses, and cause others to be 
built. It’s a duty the consumer owes the 
producer to patronize him. And the pro- 
ducer, in turn, owes it to the consumer to 
give just as good goods as he can gvt else- 
where and at just as cheap prices.” 
The Workingmen Are Interested. 


The wage earner is watching the outcome 
of the contemplated arrangement. ‘They 
see that it means qa chance for them to 
work, and they seem to realize that when 
the work is given they must stand by those 
who employ them by using the stuff they 
make themselves, and see their friends da, 
the same. They know that they cannot/ 
make an article which they will refuse to 
buy, because they may be able to get some- 
thing a little cheaper which was brought 
here to compete with the outptt of their 
own hands. 

It was a strong card_in the hands of the 
workingmen yesterday, as they went to 
their work and home again, and the indi- 
cations are that the meeting at the court- 
house tonight will be the largest out pour- 
ing of workingmen the city. has ever seen. 
They all know that there is nd“charity about 
the movement, but an attempt to form a 
solid compact between the worker and the 
employer, whereby one shal] make articles 
for money, and ther whén they need afticles 
to brfy them with the money they are paid 
for their work. 

Mr. Miles Talks. 

Mr. Miles, who was president of the 
meeting of the manufacturers at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Wednesday. will de pres- 
ent at the meeting. Mr. Miles thinks the 
question has been solved and will lend all 
his energies to the plan. 

“T am of the opinion,” said h». “that At- 
lanta can now do more for the advancement 
of both elements than ever before. There 
are details of the trade yet to be made, but 
both the factory man and the -vocking man 
have good hard sense men among them, and 
they can adjust the matter. 1 lock for 
many gvod results from the movement just 
now in its infancy.”

And Then Atlanta Will Have the Best 
Streets in the Country. 


MR, STOCKDELL’S PLAN OF RELIEF. 


He Will Present s Resolution During the 
Meeting of the General Council 
Next Monday. 


“No man of brawn who wants to work 


should remain idle.” 

And Hon. H. C. Stockdell, chairman 
of the finance committee, took another reef 
in his suspenders which raised his trousers 


an inch above maroon-colored shoes. 

“And if there is no work for him,” con- 
tinued the councilman, “I, for one, am in 
favor of making the work and giving him 
a chance to do it.” 

“But how can it be done?” asked one of 
the party to whom Mr. Stockdale was 
talking, 

‘Let the city of Atlanta give them work 
and pay them for it. 1 do not mean let 
the city go on and pay out money simply 
to be helping men who have nothing to do. 
I mean let the city give them work which 
the city needs to hav done and pay them 
for it. In other words, when men are 
being hired to do the work the city should, 
and must have done, sooner or later, let 
it go to men who are able to work and 


who want to work.” 
“What kind of work is there that should 


be done?” 

“There are miles and miles of streets 
that need attention and the people have a 
right to demand that that attention be given 
them. Then, if the work is done, why 
should it not be given to the hard working 
man of Atlanta who is willing to work?’ 

“Isn’t that the case now? Isn’t the work 
given to hard-working Atlanta men today?’ 

“Yes, but there could be more of it. 
Just now there are thousands of men jn 


Atlanta who are able to work and who are 
anxious to work. ‘They are all good bona 
tide citizens of Atlanta and when they were 
earning a dollar it found its way into the 
marts and channels of trade. Now reverses 
have come upon them and they are out of 
work, and not only out of werk, but unable 
to find work which they are anxious to get. 
I say that they should all be given work, 
and especially so when Atlanta has the 
work to do.” 

“But has Atlanta the money to pay for 
the work?” 

“If the good people of the city who have 
money will be as_ kind to the 
workingman who is now out of 
work as the workingman as to them when 
he had work and made money to spend, it 
ean be done.” 

‘How ?”’ 

“Well, at the meeting of the general 
council next Monday I’m going to present a 
resolution showing the number of men out 
of employment in the city and describing 
the street work that should be done. 
mean street work which demands attention 
that ought to have been given and would 
have been given long ago, but for’ the 
stringency of the money market. Then it 
will call upon the people of Atlanta to come 
forward and pay into the city treasury 
their taxes at once so that that money 
can be used in hiring men who want to 
make a living.” 

“Do you think it can be accomplished?” 
he was asked. 

“I don’t see why not. I never knew the 
Atlanta business man to fail to come to the 
help of the —— of the city when help 
was needed, and it is certainly needed by 
many of them now. There are today more 
honest, hard working men in the city out 
of a job than most people would imagine. 
The truth is, it is something horrible to con- 
template when one stops to think of it. 
Now, every one of. these men are good cit- 
izens of Atlanta and every one has done 
his duty by the city. The taxpayer who has 
the money or who can command it by a 
small sacrifice to himself, should come up 
and pay his taxes. That would put a good 
snug sum in the city treasury and that sum 
could be used to help the man who wants 
to work.” 

“Then you'll conyert all the incoming 
money thus secured to street work?’ 

“Not by any means. I'd take the appor- 
tionment to that work and got all thegmen 
at work who would apply. Instead of hav- 
ing the street work spread out for months 
I’d use the money so that it would be done 
in a few months. Within the next ninety 
days times will be easier and all of those 
who want work will be able to find it and 
leave the city_work, then, too, the streets 
of the city will be in first-class condition 
and everybody will be better pleased.” 

“Won't it All the city with mayy ptdple 
who come here for the work and possibly 
mike framps out of some when the work 
is over?” 

“Certainly not. My idea would be to 
give the work only to recognized and known 
citizens—men who are registered. have 
families, are out of work, need work and 
who have borne their part of the burden of 
the city government. All of these things 
could be ascertained beyond a doubt and 
many a 4Aistressed man and expecting fam- 
ily would be made happy.”

“Well, that’s pretty hard to tell. I shall 
make the resojution call for something 
like a thousand dollars a week. Maybe 
$1,500, if the taxpayer responds as he ought 
to and as I have every reason to think he 
will. That sum would put quite an army 
of men to work and the work wonld help 
the city as much as it would benefit the 
man.” 

“How much would you pay them?” 

“That, of course, I cannot tell. It would 
not be a big salary because we could not 
pay them more than the city could hire 
men for under ordifiary circumstances. 
But be the pay what it might, 75 cents a 
day or $1 a day those who want work in 
earnest would come for it. I have talked 
with several members of the general council 
and with some of the leading citizens of 
Atlanta and theyall think the matter feas- 
ible. I hope to find a big following in the 
general council when I present the resolu- 
tion next Monday. I know that I will find 
many who will be with me in the matter

NEW YORE, August 17—The featore of the situation 
y has been the weakness in the arrival market in 
verpool, where quotations have fallen away some 41@ 
5-644 from those current yesterday afternoon. Commis- 
sion houses have received cable advices that the cause of 
this decline was the receipt of an estimate from a# prom- 
fnent New Orleans authority that the crop of 1893-94 
promised to be 7,800,000 bales minimum. Though crop 
estimates on the i7th day of August are mere guesses 
the effect of this estimate, coupled with the decline in 
the American markets yesterday was more than the 
English markets could withstand, and prices have 
sharply declined in consequence both here and abroad. 
Locally the market opened barely steady at 8 points 
decline and lost 4 points more until the lowest prices 
of this crop were touched when January cotton sold 
at isc. In September a year ago, when the cotton 
trade was under the shadow of two enormous crops, 
January cotton sold at 7.17. This comparison and the 
fact that cotton has declined within the last month a 
cent a pound under the financial stringency has brought 
about a demand to cover some previous Sales, anda 
email investment has been made by some few of the 
trade simply on the probabilities of a reaction from 
this sharp decline. So long, however, as congress con- 
tinues to talk and does not act, an improvement in the 
financial situation can hardly be expected, and on every 
hand no business is done other than to supply the ac- 
tual requirements of food. No forward bnsiness of 
@ny character is now possible in cotton with the spin- 
ners of Europe because of the uncertainties of the ex- 
ehange, and with the American mills closed, the trade 
indifferent and speculation dormant it us not surpris- 
ing that the current feeling is decidedly in favor of 
lower prices simply becanse no daylight appears in the 
clouds that seem to overshadow us. 
spinners took today 10,000 bales of cotton in 
Liverpool, a slight falling off from the demand of 
yesterday, doubtless because of the uncertainty as 
to the effect of the riots in Bombay upon their Indian 
consignments.

A SENSATIONAL STORY FROM HEARD. 


How One Man Succeeded in Seeuring An- 
other Man’s Wife by Putting the 
Husband in an Asylum. 


' Garroliton, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
A terrible cutting affray took place at 
Blueshin court ground, Heard county, yes- 
terday evening. J. Cook Barr and I*rank 
Hightower were the participants, and both 
men were terribly cut. 

Hightower was abusing Barr and later 
he ran at him with a knife. Barr, who 
aiso had a knife open went to work on 
Hightower, and it was a terrible fight for 
a while. The men were parted, or both 
would have been cut to pieces. 

The cutting affray is the sequel of a 
funny story. Barr and Hightower have 
lived neighbors for some years. It is re- 
ported that Barr fell in love with High- 
tower's wife and his love was reciprocated 
by Mrs. Hightower. 

They commenced to devise a way to 
get married according to law. This was 
hard to do, as both Mrs. Barr and High- 
tower was living. 

One obstacle was soon removed, Mrs. 
Barr did not like the attentions that her 
husband was giving Mrs. Hightower so 
she left him and went back to her father, 
who lives near Draketown, Haralson 
county. To get rid of Frank Hightower 
was the next thing in order. 

Mrs. Hightower swore out a warrant for 
lunacy against Hightower, and after a 
long and hotly contested trial, Hightower 
Was sent to the state asylum. In _ the 
meantime Cook Barr had sued for a di- 
vorce from his wife in Heard county and 
I_rs. Hightower went west and obtained 
a divorce from her husband. 

When Barr obtained a divorce he and 
Mrs. Hightower were married. Frank 
Hightower only stayed in the asylum a 
few months, and when he was turned out 
the officers stated he was not crazy in any 
way. 

When Hightower returned home he 
found his wife and Cook Barr married, and 
then he was real wrathy. He said it was 
a scheme of his wife and Barr to get him 
off to an asylum so that they could marry. 
He had them arrested for bigamy, but on 
trial Barr and his new wife showed up 
divorce papers and the warrants were dis- 
missed. 

Hightower was still mad about his wife 
being taken away from him and he has 
been on the war path for Barr ever since. 
They met at Blueshin court = ground, 
twelve miles south of here yesterday and 
the fight as mentioned above was the re- 
sult of the meeting. J. Cook Barr is well 
connected in Heard and Carroll counties.

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“A PLEA FOR SILVER. 


Pence, of Colorado. 


The Constitution has already referred to the 
eloquent speech of Congressman Pence, of Col- 
orado, favoring the double standard. The Con- 
gressional Record contains the address in 
full, and we extract from it features. of the 
address which will be read with interest. 
We regret that it is impossible to give the 
speech in full for lack of space. 

During the course of his remarks, Mr. 


Pence said: 

‘“‘May I be permitted to read, without send- 
ing to the secretary, the words of that states- 
man who, when unfettered and free. standing 
the manly representative of an independent 
constituency, uttered the words of wisdom 
with which he has always been gifted and 
which, until lately, have been accompanied 
by a courage equal to their wisdom and pa- 
triotism. Mr. Carlisle upon this floor, iu 
1878, used the words which [I am about to 
read. And how came he to use them? Let 
me recite one or two explanatory circum- 
stances. Senator Stanley Matthews had in- 
troduced at the other end of the capitol the 
resolution known as ‘the Matthews resolution,’ 
which recited the nature of the legislation 
that governed the issue of various bounds, 
and concluded with this language: 

* ‘Resolved by the senate (the house of rep- 
resentatives concurring therein), That all the 
bonds of the United States issued under the 
said acts of congress hereinafter recited are 
payable, principal and interest, at the option 
of the government of the United States, in 
silver dollars of the coinage of the United 
States, containing 412 1-2 grains each of 
standard silver: and that to restore to its 
coinage such silver coins as a legal tender in 
payment of said bonds, principal and interest, 
is not in violation of the public faith nor in 
derogation of the rights of the public. cred- 
itor.’ 

“At that same time this house had under 
consideration important matters in this same 
line. The gentleman who so long and bravely 
has borne the silver standard—the gentleman 
who preceded me in this discussion—'‘Silver 
Dick’ Bland, as we love to call him in our 
country—was at that time chairman of the 
coinage committee which had in preparation 
a free coinage bill. The Matthews resolution, 
which had passed the senate within a few 
hours after its introduction by a vote of 43 
to 22 came to this house, and three days af- 
terward it was passed by this 
house without debate by a yote 
of 189 to 7%. Mr. Carlisle yoted for the 
resolution, and when a few days afterward, 
on the 21st of February, 1878, the Bland cvin- 
age bill was under consideration in this 
house, he, then untrammeled and free, a leader 
and not a follower, a sender of messages, not 
& bearer, used these words: 

Quoting Mr. Carlisle. 

**I know that the world’s stock of precious 
metals is none too large, and I see no reason 
to apprehend that it will ever become sv. 
Mankind will be fortunate indeed if the annual 
production of gold and silver coin shall keep 
pace with the annual increase of population, 
commerce and industry. According to my 
view of the subject, the conspiracy which 
seems to have been formed here and in Eu- 
rupe to destroy by legislation and otherwise 
from three-sevenths to one-half of the metaliic 
woney of the world is the most gigantic 
crime of this or any other age. The con- 
summation of such a scheme would ultimately 
entail more misery upon the human race than 
ail the wars, pestilence and famine that ever 
occurred in the history of the world. The ab- 
sviute and instantaneous destruction of half 
the entire movab# property of the worid, in- 
ciuding houses, ships, railroads and al other 
appliances for carrying on commerce, while 
it would be felt more sensibly at the moment, 
would not produce anything like the pro- 
longed distress and disorganization of society 
that must inevitably result from the perma- 
nent annihilation of one-half of the metailic 
money of the world.’ 

“At that time the democratic side of the 
house applanded these words. Do they stand 
ready to applaud these words now? Do they 
believe that Mr. Carlisle uttered a truth, or 
do they propose, under the use of what one of 
the gentlemen from the state of New York, in 
a recent article in The North American Re- 
view, spoke of as the ‘use of all the means 
in the hands of the administration’—do they 
propose, under such pressure now, to follow 
in the surrender that the secretary of the 
treasury himself has made? * * * 

“How does it happen that those who were 
so jealous of the American plan and the 
American policy, who have sv roundly de- 
nounced the attempt of the democracy to sur- 
render to the Cobden Club and to the free- 
traders of England, and to bring our poor 
laboring men into competition with the pauper 
labor of Kurope—how does it happen that now 
aud here upon this question of greater im- 
portance you protest that we must wait upon 
Hngland, that we must not remonetize until 
England consents, and that when we remon- 
etize we must do so at a ratio which meets 
with the approval of England? 

“What! Wait upon England to fix the ratio 
for us? With one-twenty-fifth of the popuia- 
tion of the earth, producing two-fifths of the 
silver, shall we yield the entire advantage 
that comes thereby to them? Just as weil! 
suy to them that by arbitrary law, final and 
irrevocable, we would go into international 
commission with Engiand and Germany, to 
determine what should be the price of the 
wheat, the corn, and the cotton; for as they 
need the one they need the other, and like as 
they must have the one they must have the 
other. * * * . 

“It is true, as we fook upon it in the west, 
that Boston will get its share of the benetit 
of sustaining the law which the president 
seeks. It is true that New York will also; 
but after all, London, England, will have 
four-fifths of it. Can you, representatives from 
the New England states, afford as patriots, 
as Americuns, Lor the pitiful share of ad- 
pga y “y — secure, join in une demand

“wWhy do I suggest this? Mr. Speaker 
only a year or twu ago we in the west heura, 
4s you did in the south and east, the procia- 
mation of the ‘Piumed Knight,’ who wus then 
upon his visit in France, 1 believe, aud we 
rememver that the cabie carried to us aud to 
you the account of the vast increase of -the 
wealth of this land, and we joined and shared

The Cotton Yield Will Be About the 
Same as Last Year. 


PLENTY OF GRAIN MADE AT HOME. 


The Farmers Will Be Independent and 
Happy I! They Can Geta Fair Price 
for Their Crop This Fall 


The cotton year is drawing to a close 
and a new one will soon begin. So com- 
plete are the reports made through the 
agricultural departments of the state and 
national governments that it is possible 
to approximate closely what the growing 
crop will amount to, barring the unusual. 

It is estimated that the crop which ma- 
tured in Georgia in 1892 was between 850,- 
0OO and 875,000 bales. The crop which is 
now making is one or two points below 
last year’s. 

Colone] Nesbitt, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, thinks that this crop will be g little 
short of last year’s. In the southern sec- 
tion and in middle Georgia the cotton is 
very fine but in the upper part it was cut 
down by a long drought. Middle Georgia 
bas as fine cotton as it ever had. In south 
Georgia there has not been a finer crop in 
several years. True, in some counties the 
dry weather cut the crops in southern sec- 
tions, too. In Clay for instance, the lower 
part got plenty of rain and the crops are 
all right, but there is a strip in the upper 
part of the county where there was very 
little rain and there everything is short. 

The corn is good in middle Georgia and 
in the lower part of the state. Corn on 
the low lands above the Chattahoochee is 
making finely, but that which was planted 
on the uplands is short on account of the 
dry weather. The oats did well this sea- 
son in north Georgia, and there is a good 
grain crop although not so much as usual 
to the acre. 

There will be plenty to live on the com- 
ing year on most farms, and it was all 
made right there. The western packers of 
meat and raisers of corn and wheat will 
not find Georgia the market the coming 
year that she bas been for many years, 
The farmers are diversifying their crops 
more and more, and are seeing the benefits 
of it, says the commissioner. Clean culti- 
vation takes all the vegetable matter from 
the soil and this thing of putting commer- 
cia] fertilizers on the crop from year. to 


year does not permanently enrich the soil 


as might be thought. 

The soil needs vegetable matter and the 
diversified crops will result in increasing 
the productivepess of the farms. Sonim 
good farmers calculate that the productive. 
ness of the farms in this state where they 
have been taken care of has increased one 
third in the last fifteen years. A better 
system of cultivation is in vogue and a 
larger yield is obtained from an acre. This 
is especially true of cotton. 

With anything like a fair price for cotton 
this fall, the farmers of Creorgia will be 
in better condition next year than in a 
long time, according to the reports which 
come in frony them. 

Complaints are coming from the middle 
section about the caterpillar. Requests for 
information as to the best method to des- 
troy the worm are received daily.. To those 
inquiries, the agricultural] department re 
plies that the government experiments show 
that Paris green and flour or land plaster, 
mixed and sprinkled on the plant, kills the 
worm better and at Jess expense than any- 
thing which was tried. The proportion is 
nine pounds of Paris green to 200 pounds 
of cheap flour, or about one part of poison 
to twenty-one of adulterant. Land plaster 
can be substituted in part for the flour, 
but the substitution should be by bulk and 
not by weight for the land plaster is much 
heavier than flour. From a third to a half 
of tlour should be retained for it .j2akes a 
sort of paste and adheres to the leaves. 
A small dose of the poison will kill the | 
worm which has ne digestion for Paris 
green. 

‘rom all over the state come inquiries 
about. the probable price of cotton, but 
that is something beyond the ken cf the 
department, and it does not venture an 
opinion on that score. 

All that can be said is that the crop in 
this state is smaller than last year or no 
larger at the most, and the conditions that 
prevail here apply all over the country. 
The new crop is expected to be about what 
it was the past year. Reports from Igypt 
are that the crop. there is short and late.
